\ A crowd that strained the capa- 
city of the City Hall, last Tuesday 
night, witnessed the inauguration 
of four new councilmen, the city 
clerk and the selection of Donald 
Fisher by the council to be the new 
mayor. 

The meeting was called to order 
by mayor Charles Oram with coun- 
cilmen Paul H. Bryant and Charles 
P. Burgess in attendance. The ab- 
sentee ballots were then counted. 
The seven ballots cast gave five

votes each to M. Marie Calio and} 


Wallace E. Ott and two votes each 
to Donald Fisher and Lloyd Neu- 
mann. Six votes were cast for Ione 
Drinkrow for city clerk and one for 
f Margaret Becker. This brought the 
total vote for Calio to 388, Fisher 
484, Neumann 471, Ott 350, Becker 
wa 468 and Drinkrow 396. The city 
treasurer’s complimentary vote was 
increased to 797. Fisher, Neumann, 
Becker and Frances Maloney were 
declared elected. Paul Bryant and 
Charles Oram then departed from 
the platform while the new coun- 
cilmen, Donald Fisher and Lloyd 
Neumann were sworn in. Retiring 
city clerk, Fannie Kurtz made a 
moving speech prior to giving the 
oath of office to the new city clerk, 
Margaret Becker. Mrs. Kurtz was 
clerk for 16 years, ever since Menlo 
Park was incorporated. 

Mrs. Becker took the chair with 
councilmen Burgess, Fisher and 
Neumann present. The meeting was 
then adjourned without appoint- 
ment of mayor. In a few minutes, 
however, after the legal technicali- 
ties were completed, a special meet- 
ing was called for the purpose of 
receiving resignations, filling va- 
cancies created thereby and ap- 
pointing a mayor and commission- 
ers. The written resignations of 
councilmen Cutter and Oram were 
read and accepted by the council. 
Roy Grey and Wallace H. Brown 
were voted in to fill the vacancies 
and came forward, took the oath 
of office and seated themselves at 
the council table. 

Upon the motion of councilman 
Burgess, Donald Fisher was unani- 
mously chosen as mayor. He made 
a brief address promising to do all 
in his power to advance the best 
interest of the city. Then the coun- 
cil proceeded to appoint the vari- 
ous commisioners.

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_ Fisher Elected New Menlo Park Mayor

In a tale so bizarre, so gruesome 
and medevial-like in its sheer bar- 
barism, the newspapers of the en- 
{tire country told of the disinter- 
ment and mutilation of the body 
|of 21-year-old Dolores Sifuentes, 
|buried in Holy Cross Cemetery west 
|}of Menlo Park. Walter Jamey Per- 
|ry, 32, gravedigger of Menio Park 
and Cole Madison, 18, discharged 
seaman working at Dinah’s Shack, 
shave been formally charged with the 
|} crime. 


Louis De Matteis, chief deputy 
district attorney, said Madison ad- 
|mitted that he helped slash the Si- 
fuentes girl’s body so he could “see 
how a major operation is perform- 
ed.” 


The girl’s body was discovered last 
week on top of its coffin and slight- 
ly covered with dirt by the father 
who was fulfilling a deathbed re- 
quest to bury his daughter’s school 
compositions with her. 


He reported to Chiéf of Police 
Kearney that while digging at the 
foot of the grave, he unearthed a 
pallbearer’s glove about a foot in 
the ground. Thinking it strange, he 
contacted the local police. In com- 
pany with Father McKeon of the 
Catholic Church, Chief Kearney re- 
turned with the girl’s father to the 
cemetery. An arm was unearthed 
only slightly further down and the 
gravedigger was asked to complete 
the task of uncovering the body. 
Since the cemetery was Out of the 
city, the sheriff’s office was sum- 
moned and since the gruesome dis- 
covery, the case has been in their 
hands. 

Admitted Thefts 

Perry has admitted taking several 
rings off the fingers of other bodies 
since be became cemetery caretaker 
December 22, 1943. 

Two valuable rings and a watch 
which officers said were stolen by 
ghouls from bodies buried in San 
Mateo county cemeteries were re- 
covered by San Jose officers in 
pawn shops there. A watch was 


traced to a Coyote Hindu ranch 
hand. 
Young Madison admitted the 


jewelry had been stolen from bodies 
unearthed from San Mateo coun- 
ty cemeteries, and said he had sold 
other rings locally. 

The district attorney’s office at 
Redwood City has received a num- 
ber of requests of families with 
relatives recently buried in Holy 
Cross Cemetery for investigation of 
graves, it was stated. 

It was after friends and rela- 
tives had left the cemetery that 
they took the body of the girl out 
of the coffin, ripped off her cloth- 
ing and viciously slashed her, the 
two confessed. 

Perry First Suspected 

Deputy Moore said he suspected 
Perry, who was summoned by Po- 
lice Chief Thomas Kearney to dig 
the grave, when he observed there 
was no dirt on top of the redwood 
box where the body had lain. Per- 
ry showed no visible emotion while 
digging the grave in the presence 
of the officers but broke down and 
wept during the questioning at the 
county jail. 

Perry was confined to a state 
hospital for mental patients when 
he was 12 years old and was con- 
fined there for nine years. 

Little has been learned. of Madi- 
son save that he appears to suffer 
no qualms of conscience and talks 
freely.

Mrs. Cuddy visits several 
schools each day, going from one | 
to another, instructing the children 
in making articles for the Red 
Cross. 

The Junior Red Cross is com- 
In No- 
vember of last year, 1,735 pupils 
were enrolled. Every child who en- 
rolls pays a penny and these pen- 
nies are used to buy the neces- 
sary materials. Each school devotes 
from one-half to one and one-half 
hours weekly to Red Cross activi- 
ty and under the leadership of a 
sponsor—usually a teacher. Chil- 
dren work to fill the quota assigned 
to them. 

Between September 1 and April 
1 the local group completed for the 
camp and hospital division of the 
Red Cross 1,740 articles. This amaz- 
ing total included gift boxes for 
children Overseas, Christmas dec- 
orations for nearby camps, Christ- 
mas gift stockings to hospitals—75 
of which went to Dibble, ash trays, 
jig-saw puzzles, joke books, bound 


stories, cross word puzzles, memo 
pads, card table covers, bedside 
bags, knitted knee caps, knitted 


wash cloths, hot water bottle cov- 
ers, bed pads, Easter favors, and 13 
afghans. Three of these afghans 
were made by children of the first 
and second grades. Unbelievable as 
it seems, the work of these little 
fingers is remarkably good and 
Mrs. Cuddy glows with pride when 
she speaks of it. Besides their han- 
diwork, local school children con- 
tributed $717.32 to the War Fund 
Drive. 

When Mrs. Cuddy tells of the 
response and cooperation she re- 
cieves from her lilliputian workers— 
and also from their principals and 
teachers—it makes her hearers feel 
very proud of American youth and 
its leaders.

Farmer’s 
Corner

California farmers and home 
owners—and, in fact, all common 
property taxpayers, certainly should 
aid in rolling up an overwhelming 
majority at the May primary elec- 
tion for Constitutional Amendment 
No. 2, which would eliminate the 
present provision in the State Con- 
stitution prohibiting the taxation of 
property of the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

As a matter of fact, there was 
never any need for this provision 
in our State Constitution, for it is 
a well-established principle of law 
that the states cannot tax the prop- 
erty of the Federal Government, or 
its agencies, unless Congress waives 
the prohibition and allows a State 
to tax such property. 

The urgent need of repealing this 
ancient proviso in the State Con- 
stitution at this time results from 
the fact that the Federal Govern- 
ment, through its many agencies, 
now owns 43 per cent of all the 
land area in California—and from 
the added fact that Congress al- 
ready has considered to have te 
states levy their regular property 
tax on various types of govern- 
ment property. 

With nearly half of the State’s 
acreage owned by the Uniwwd States 
and at present exempt from all 
State and local taxes, it naturally 
follows that the remaining half, 
owned by California citizens, has 
to bear a greatly increased tax load. 

In addition tc the Federal legis- 
lation which has been enacted to 
permit the States to tax certain 
types of United States holdings, 
there are also many acts of Con- 
gress authorizing contributions to 
State and local governments from 
revenues based On a specific per- 
centage of receipts. However, there 


is legal doubt as to whether the 
State of California can tax any 
Federally-owned property so long as 
the present prohibition in the State 
Constitution stands despite the fact 
it is levying taxes on such Federal 
holdings. 

Recognizing the seriousness of the 
problem in states such as Califor- 
nia, where the Federal Govern- 
ment has become a major land own- 
er, Congress already has indicated 
its friendlihess toward the taxing 
of government property where 
hardships are created through such 
exemptions. More than a dozen bills 
are now pending in Congress, pro- 
viding that the states may tax cer- 
tain classes of Federally-owned 
property. These bills, however, deny 
this power to tax where the laws 
of the states prohibit the full tax- 
ing of Federally-owned property, so 
that if California failed to repeal 
its present constitutional prohibi- 
tion, this state would be denied the 
right to levy such taxes. 

The passing Constitutional Am- 
endment No. 2 does not mean that 
the state will tax Federally-owned 
property which is used strictly for 
governmental functions, such as 
post offices, Federal office build- 
ings, custom houses, mints, etc. The 


ballot proposal, on the other hand, 
is designed to allow the Legisla- 
ture to provide for the levying of 
such taxes on Federal property as

law It is intended to remove in- 
equalities in the tax burden which 
have resulted in recent years from 
Federal overnmnt expansions for 
war purposs, and for temporary ex- 
pansions where plants and _ prop- 
erties are exempt from taxation. 
Many war plants, for example, 
are held in the name of the fed- 
eral government, and yet other 
manufacturing plants in_ direct 
competition, owned by private en- 
terprises, are subjected to full state 
and local taxes. The constitutional 
amendment is also intended to pave 
the way for the elimination of in- 
equalities between home owners. At 
present, there are many instances 
in which persons living in homes fi- 
nanced by the Federal Government 
are entirely exempt from property 
taxes, while persons living in homes 
which were privately financed bear 
the full burden of local taxes, and, 
therefore, of the costs of the pro- 
tective, educational, and otnmer ser- 
vices, which the tax-free enjoy.
